FEWER CASES OF 


DIPHTHERIA 


The outbreak of diphtheria in Dublin 
during the past month is waning, and the 
latest returns show that in the week ended 
January 26th only 170 persons were in 
hospital with the disease, as against 181 the 
week before. ‘Three deaths from diphtheria 
occurred during the week, one in Dublin and 
the others at Waterford and Drogheda. 

Measles, according to the latest returns, 
continues to be the most prevalent of the 
principal epidemic diseases, and eight deaths 
in the twelve principal towns of the Free 
State during the period under review were 
attributed to this cause. : 

In Belfast County Borough, however, it 
was even more prevalent, and no less than 
eighteen deaths are reported. 

The death rate in Waterford made a sharp 
jump to 25.4 per 1,000 of the population in 
the week ended January 26th last, as com- 
pared with 19.6 during the pen four 
weeks. The average death rate for the twelve 
principal towns in the Free State — the 

riod under review was 15.2, against 15 per 

,000 during the preceding month, Dublin s 
death rate increased by 0.8. 

Over 320 births (representing 24.6 per 1,000 
of the population) took place in the Free 
State in the week, and 21] of these were in

Mr, L. A. G. Strong, who has come to 
Ireland to lecture before the Irish Academy 
of Letters, of which he is an associate, talked 
to an /rish Times reporter last night about 
Sandycove, where he, spent his early youth, 
and where he has since laid the plot of “ The 
Garden ” (his most successful book) and 
“Sea Wall,” 

“One of the first pe I am going to 
see to-morrow,”’ he said, ' is Paddy Kennedy, 
or “ Wingman’ Kennedy, as we used to call 
him, from Sandycove. ‘Wingman’ used to 
look after me when, as a youngster, I used 
to play round the seafront there. I think 
his EA duty was to see that I did 
not fall into the water. Anyway, he was 
the first person to teach me how to catch 
' stingos.’ ” 

Discussing modern Irish literature, Mr. 
Strong said that for some time it was not 
very popular in England, possibly because 
of a surfeit of writing about the ‘ troubled 
times.” Now that this aspect apparently 
is over, Irish literature definitely had coma 
into its own, and was creating a good im- 
pression in the United States of America 
and elsewhere. 

He did not mean to suggest, however, 
that Irish works were sought after in 
preference to that of other ate goil but they 
no longer were at a disadvantage because of 
their Irish origin. 


THE BEST PLAY 


“The Irish play, ‘The Moon and the 
Yellow River,’ is one of the outstandin 

plays in London at the moment. English 
eritics were delighted with it; one news- 
paper referred to it as the best play for the 
past ten years.” 

Frank O'Connor and Sean O'Faolain. said 
Mr. Strong, are regarded as the ‘‘ white 
hopes ” of Irish novelists; their reputations 
in England are the highest of any men of 
their age. 

The works of Mr. F. R. Higgins, the Irish 
poet, had made a great impression upon him, 
and, although he had never met Mr. Higgins, 
he had been in correspondence with him for 
some time, and was looking forward to meet-

capable of dealing with the matter, They 
had full powers, and the system appeared to 
operate successfully in England

book I have ever written.”

BRITISH MINISTER’S 
UNDERTAKING 


A deputation from the Nationa] Council 
of Labour, representing the Parliamentary 
Labour. Party, the Trade Union Council, 
the Labour Party, and the Co-operative 
movement, waited on Mr. Oliver Stanley 
(British Minister of Labour) yesterday to 
discuss the Unemployment Assistance 
Board’s regulations. 

According te a statement issued after 
the meeting, the deputation described the 
effect of the scales laid down in the 
regulations, spoke of their inadequacy 
and of the hardships caused by their 
application to people who have been long 
unemployed. 

Mr. Stanley assured the deputation that 
he realised the need for urgent treatment 
of the matter. He undertook to consult 
the Unemployment Assistance Board 
‘forthwith, and added that he hoped on 
Tuesday next to state in the House of 
ae what action it was proposed to 
take. ' 

Mr. Stanley, in the House of Commons 
on Monday last, announced that the 
Government intended to introduce a 
measure for the consolidation of the Un- 
employment Insurance Acts at an early 
date The measure was introduced in the 
House of Lords last Wednesday, and yes- 
terday its text was issued: Jt consists of 
116 clauses and eleven schedules, and it 
is proposed to bring it into operation on 
March 18.

in such circumstances it can be merely a 
provincial show. The new resolution has 
commanded great support. It has been 
promised a backing at Westminster by 
the leader of the Ulster Unionist group, 
and the Northern Minister of Agriculture 
has pledged his influence with the British 
Government to have it adopted. With 
such advocates the resolution is likely to 
be translated into fact with the utmost 
speed. | 

Many of the members who spoke in 
favour of yesterday’s motion insisted that 
“there was nothing political about it.” 
They meant, presumably, that it was not 
intended as a subtle means to evade the 
British Government’s Special Duties Act, 
which levies toll on Free State live-stock 
entering the United Kingdom. The Royal 
Ulster Agricultural Society has no purpose 
in mind other than the. improvement of 
its great show, and we would act unfairly 
if we sought to find any deeper motive 
in its resolution, Two features of the 
resolution and its accompanying debate, 
however, deserve notice. In the first place, 
it was admitted that, even for such com 
paratively small matters as agricultural 
shows, neither State of Ireland is sufficient 
to itself.

A King’s Debt 


There was a time, in the ‘‘good, old 
were expected to observe the ordinary 
conventions of commercial dealings. In 
other words, they paid their debts only 
if, and when, they chose. Nowadays, with 
the advent of democratic government, a 
crowned head has no greater privileges 
than the poorest man in the street. If a 
monarch owes money he must pay it, and 
in Western Europe, at any rate, Royal 
accounts are audited.with scrupulous care. 
It seems, however, that in more backward 
parts of the world kingship is a far less 
responsible affair. According to the review 
of the British Comptroller and Auditor- 
Genera] of the Civil Services’ appropria- 
tion accounts for the last financial year, 
that doughty warrior Ibn Saud, who now 
is King of the Hedjaz and of Nejd, is 
what is known in Ireland as a “ very bad 
pay.” Five years ago things were look- 
ing bad in his dusky kingdom. Rebellions 
against his rule were breaking out rather 
too frequently, and, as some of them were 
being conducted along the frontiers of 
Iraq and Koweit, where British interests 
are strong, His Majesty's Government 
decided to help Ibn Saud to suppress 
them. The matter was urgent at the 
time, so stores were issued to the King 
from stocks held by the Government of 
India. Ibn Saud “ bought”’ arms and 
ammunition to the grand total of £31,437— 
but, unfortunately, he has forgotten to 
pay for them, although their possession, 
undoubtedly, enabled. him to get rid of 
his domestic enemies for the time being. 
Now it transpires that Great Britain has 
repaid two-thirds of this sum to the 
Government of India, om the understand- 
ing that any. further receipts will be

HE Anglo-French conversations which 
i took place in Downing street to- day 
were secret, but the opinion in diplomatic 
quarters is that they must develop on the 
lines agreed upon in Paris in the course 
of talks between French Ministers and the 
British Ambassador. Secrecy will be 
maintained as long as possible, since the 
British Government is anxious not to 
create an impression in Berlin that de 
sions may be taken “here which would 
affect Germany, while the French, Govern 
ment is under engagement to Russia and 
the Little Entente to avoid commitments 
without consulting them first. It is ex- 
pected that an official and formal state- 
ment in regard to the talks will be issued 
from Downing street to-night or to 
morrow, 


Election in Autumn? 


There is a prevalent belief that the 
shadow of a general election hangs over 
the Government; for it has been preparin.

PROPOSAL that cattle and other 
exhibits from the Irish Free State 
for shows in Northern Ireland and Great 
Britain should be admitted free of duty 
was passed to-day at. the annual meeting 
of the Royal Ulster Agricultural Society 
in Belfast. | 
The Northern Minister of Commerce 
(Right Hon. J. Milne Barbour, M.P.), 
President of the Society, presided, and 
there was a large attendance of members. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Gordon, M.P., said 
that at. present the Royal Ulster Show 
was handicapped because breeders of stock 
m Southern Ireland wete unable to bring 
their stock across the border without pay- 
ment of duties. He moved the following 
resolution :— 
‘* That

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: The ‘‘ Middle Camp “ at Baldonnel com- 
prises the men’s quarters, and the need 
for its reconstruction has been apparent 
for several years past. At present most of 
the men are housed in huts and similar 
buildings, some of which were built during 
the occupation of the aerodrome by the 
Royal Air Force in pre-Treaty days. 


NEW AIRCRAFT 
A year or two ago the Officers’ Mess 
‘buildings were reconstructed, and then it 

was decided to continue with the other im- 
provements to the aerodrome as soon as the 
funds were.made available. Actually the 
Army Air Corps has been the “‘Cinderella’”’ 
of the. Free State's defence units, and only 
receives about one twenty-seventh of the 
Army Vote, but Mr. Frank Aiken appears 
to be taking more interest in the. Corps 
than his predecessors. 

During 1934 several new training air- 
craft of the latest type were purchased 
from a British firm, and a new lecture hall 
was built for the Cadet officers.  In- 
cidentally the first course for Cadet officers 
concluded recently, and the candidates for 
pilot rank (who are all commissioned) 
have just sat for their examinations. 


PUPIL MECHANICS 

A batch of new pupils arrived at Bal- 
donnel a few days ago, and form part of 
the “Second Entry” of pupil-flyers. 
Another scheme, which will provide for 
training mechanics, is also being in- 
augurated, and the first pupils for this 
course are expected during the present 
month. 

They will be boys drawn from the 
Technical Schools throughout the Free 
State, and at Baldonnel they will receive 
a thorough training in aircraft engineer- 
ing and repair work, which will qualify | 
them for Government certificates as 
Ground Engineers. It is expected that 
about thirty boys will join the Corps for 
training in this branch of aviation during
